said town an annual tax of five dollars for a female dog and two 
dollars for a male dog. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to 
register the applicant's name and a description of the dog, and to 
give to said applicant a certificate of registry. 
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Section 2. It shall he the duty of the owners of dogs so 

registered to provide the same with suitable collars and with a me¬ 
tallic plate or tag attached thereto having a number dorresponding 
with the certificate of registry inscribed thereon. All dogs not so 
registered and collared, as aforesaid, found running at large shall 
be impounded. 

Section S. Any dog impounded as an unlicensed dog nay be redeem' 
ed by the owner or aa ■ authorized person upon exhibiting to the 
person having charge of said pound a certificate of registry as 
provided in Section 1, showing that the license in such section 
imposed has been paid for such dog, and upon paying the person in 
charge of said pound an imoounding fee of one dollar and the sum of 
25 cents for each and every day such dog shall have been impounded. 
All impounded dogs not redeemed within five days shall be hilled 
by the person having charge of said pound. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for tne owner of any female dog 
to permit it to run at large while in heat, and such dog so running 
at large may be killed by the town marshal.
